OKLAHOMA CITY, Dec. 14.— In­ 
come from the Mate will be decreas­ 
ed more than one hundred thousand 
dollars yearly, as the result of three 
tax decisions handed down today by 
the state supreme court.

One who is not familiar with the lessons of history I 
may w onder why the people of Greece should decide by, 
an emphatic m ajority to exile the greatest statesman that j 
nation has produced since the Golden Age of Pericles.

found his country threatened with destruction. 
The m ight-1 
iest nations of the world were playing for the Grecian prize 
and the overthrow of the government was then well among 
the possibilities. 
He was called to the helm of govern­ 
ment when the life of Greece was trembling in the bal­ 
ance. 
His m aster hand carried out the schemes devised by 
his master brain and as a result of his labors the Grecian 
flag floats todav over twice the territory th at Greece pos­ 
sessed in the days of Constantine. 
He m ade his nation 
the* leading second class power of Europe with a powerful 
influence over some of the first cations of Europe. 
Such 
a service merited the plaudits of his people. 
I hey certainly 
did not merit a perem ptory exile. 
But one familiar with the lessons of history will not be 
surprised at the fate of \ enizelos. 
It is the way of the 
world to c r u c i f y its benefactors.

a minority report of the immigra­ 
tion committee, signed by Repre­ 
sentatives Seigel of New York and 
Sabath of Illinois.

all immigration for a period of two 
years, the report declared, is un­ 
warranted both as to present labor 
conditions in this country and the 
number of immigrants arriving.
